Byrd said in the letter that the 
rigors of the last Congress had 
borne more heavily on him and 
that he found him self ti ring eas­ 
ily. 
"In looking toward the forth­ 
coming session that starts in 
January and after consultations 
with my physicians concerning 
the pain I have been suffering 
as a result of arthritis I have 
reluctantly reached the conclu­ 
sion that I must give up the 
heavy responsibilities 
en­ 
trusted to me by the people of 
Virginia," Byrd's letter aald. 
"I hereby submit my resigna­ 
tion as a member of the United 
States Senate to become effec­ 
tive upon receipt of this letter." 
Hie governor praised Byrd 
for his contribution to the state 
and the nation, and called him 
one of our greatest A mericans.

SIX WORDS IMPORTANT TO U.S. SECURITY 
In 1946, when the U.S. accepted the compulsory 
jurisdiction of the World Court, it excluded 
among other matters: “ Disputes with regard 
to matters which are essentially within the 
jurisdiction of the United States, as determined 
by the United States.” These last six words 
were added by the then Chairman of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee, Senator Tom 
Connally, and are known as the Connally Amend­ 
ment or the Connally Reservation. The purpose 
of this amendment was to safeguard the vital 
interests of the United States. 
For 17 years, the One W'orlders have been 
trying to repeal the Connally Amendment. Mr. 
Frank B. Ober, a past president of the Maryland 
Bar Association, has forcefully pointed out their 
continuing efforts pose a clear and present 
danger to our national security. 
When the United States Senate voted to limit 
U. S. submission to the rulings of the U.N. 
World Court, the chief fear expressed was that 
the court would assume jurisdiction over such 
m atters as immigration, tariffs, and the Panama 
Canal. 
Today these justified fears have been deepened 
and widened by the cold war. 
For example, Fidel Castro from time to time 
makes threatening gestures against the U.S. 
base at Guantanamo. On December 14, 1960, 
the General Assembly of the U.N. declared in 
an 89-0 vote that all non-self-governing te r­ 
ritories should be given immediate 
indepen­ 
dence. This resolution came from the Afro- 
Asian bloc of nations, but it was Russian- 
inspired and Russian-supported. It was a direct 
threat against all our vital defense bases in 
such places as Cuba, Puerto Rico, Okinawa, 
Guam, and the Virgin Islands. 
Suppose that Castro should carry out his re ­ 
peated threat to expropriate the base at Guan­ 
tanamo. The U.N. World Court, using the De­ 
cember, 
1960, resolution as a basis, could 
decide that Cuba has titular sovereignty over 
the base and could do with it as Castro wishes. 
In such a case, the United States would have 
another hopeless claim for damages to be added 
to the $1 billion Cuba already owes the U.S. 
for expropriated property. 
In recent years, a number of leaders of the 
American bar have been agitating to have the 
Connally Amendment repealed, ignoring the pos­ 
sibilities such a situation would present. 
They ignore the fact that there is no real 
code of international law on which, to base 
decisions'by precedents 
Furtherm ore, they proceed on the theory that 
World Court judges will maintain judicial ob­ 
jectivity despite political backgrounds. To think 
that a judge from an Iron Curtain country would 
disregard the directives of his political leaders 
is unrealistic. Objectivity is not encouraged 
in a totalitarian state, and it would never 
be permitted in a judge. 
One judge from the United States sits on the 
World Court. There are two communist judges; 
one from Russia, and one from Poland. And 
not a single communist nation in the world has 
submitted to the court’s compulsory jurisdiction. 
The communist concept of the judicial function 
is different from ours. Consider this statement 
by the late Andrei Vishinsky, a Russian lawyer 
as well as a communist diplomat: 
“ The Court of the Soviet State is an insepar­ 
able part of the governmental machinery of 
the poletarian dictatorship. . . .In content, its 
activity is identical with the activities of other 
agencies of administration which have the task 
of protecting and strengthening the revolutionary 
order. 
. . .The program of the Communist 
Party repudiates the principle of separation of 
powers.” 
That is the unchanging view of the communists 
toward the judiciary. Is it reasonable to believe 
that a Russian judge or any other communist 
judge brought up in this tradition would ever 
be objective in determining matters affecting 
the security of the United States? 
The manner in which justice of the U.N. World 
Court are chosen is a matter of considerable 
importance to the United States. They are 
elected by joint action of the General Assembly 
and the Security Council of the United Nations. 
If the U.S. were to commit diplomatic suicide 
by repealing the Connally Amendment, thus 
allowing the Court to decide what constitutes 
internal and international matters, we could 
count upon a definite attempt to pack the Court 
with justices inimical to U.S. interests. 
Another matter to be considered is the loose 
language of the U.N. statute which created the 
Court. However, in this country, certainty in 
law is of vital importance; our domestic law is 
constantly being clarified by statutes and court 
decisions. Courts in this country demand preci­ 
sion in the law for the protection of all. 
If certainty in the law is important to in­ 
dividuals then it is doubly important to nations. 
But there is no such certainty in connection 
with the World Court. What certainty is to be 
found, for instance, in the language of Article 
38 of the Court Statute which holds that the 
justices in the absence of a treaty should be 
guided by; “ International custom as a general 
practice accepted by law,” or “ principles of 
law recognized by civilized nations,” or “ teach­ 
ings of publicists?” 
Whose international customs and general prac­ 
tices should prevail? What is a civilized nation 
and what is not? The debate could go on for 


- years in the World Court. 
Summing up, these would be the principal 
results of repealing the Connally Reservation: 
(1) Our position would be weakened interna­ 
tionally and domestically. 
(2) Puppet judges from communist countries 
’ and from other countries embracing a mono­ 
lithic, authoritarian form of government would 
make a mockery of the decisions f the World 
Court, whenever ordered to do so by their 
political superiors. 
(3) The influx of new inexperienced nations 
into the U.N. will make it possible to pack 
the court with judges antagonistic to our ideals 
and to our way of life. 
(4) Since there are no clear rules of interna­ 
tional law, there would be no protection from 
interference by the World Court in matters 
previously considered to be domestic. 
The six words of the Connally Reservation 
are about as important to the safety and security 
of this country as any six words in U.S. history.

Satchmo has never been known to frown. He 
has loosened up some sad looking and hard 
bitten cats behind the Iron Curtain, causing 
them to smile and look like happy human 
beings—at least momentarily. 
When the saints come marching in and the 
last chapter is written in Armstrong’s life he 
still will be smiling. 
He may also be sweating and wiping his brow 
with the flourish of a large white handkerchief. 
The perspiration, however, is not to be confused 
with tears or even unhappy toil because Louie 
always is happy in his work. 
That is happy sweat oozing from his black skin. 
There also stands that formula for happy 
work—jigging, dancing, 
singing and playing.

POLITICAL FINAGLING 
REBUKED 
A short time ago the Federal 
Power Commission licensed a 
group of business - managed 
private utility companies, which 
have banded together under the 
name 
of 
Pacific Northwest 
Power Company, to build High 
Mountain 
Sheep Dam 
on the 
Snake River. 
This is a tremendous project, 
budgeted at $247 million. The 
benefits to the region would be 
enormous. And the FPC deci­ 
sion, seemingly, ended a bitter 
controversy that has been go­ 
ing on for some six years. The 
reason for this long and intol­ 
erable delay is that public pow­ 


er groups, aided in a latter stage 
by 
the Interior 
Department, 
want to build the dam on a 
socialized basis. Now, follow­ 
ing the decision, those groups 
indicate 
that 
they 
will take 
further delaying action. 
Stimulation of the economy and 
solutions to the persistent un­ 
employment problem are prime 
national goals. So is stimulation 
of 
tax revenue 
that will bal­ 
ance, to some degree, the tax 
reductions. A spokesman for the 
utilities 
considered has said 
this, 
and 
truer 
words were 
never uttered;“ High Mountain 
Sheep is a project which will 
mean so much 
to the growth 
of the region in jobs and pay­ 
rolls, taxes and their power 
supplies. 
Pacific 
Northwest 
Power Co. wants to get on with 
the job.’ * But the advocates 
of socialized power apparently 
mean to do whatever they can to 
see that it cannot get on. 


The Federal Power Commis­ 
sion 
deserves commendation 
for its decision. And that deci­ 
sion, as the Portland, Oregon, 
Journal 
puts it, " . . . ought 
to be the end of the road in a 
long and complex public-private 
power 
controversy.’* Beyond 
that, there is a precedent at 
stake which overshadows this 
particular project. It is whether 
such 
needed 
developments, 


which will make enormous con­ 
tributions to the well-being of 
their regions, can be 
inde­ 
finitely 
delayed and perhaps 
finally prevented by political 
finagling.

Washington Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON — This is the 
story of an American, born in 
Russia, whose adopted country 
gave him such opportunities that 
he became many times a mil­ 
lionaire, but who is now howl­ 
ing 
his head off because the 
government 
that helped him 
wants 
to hold down the price 
of aluminum. 
It’s the story of Leo Harvey, 
head of Harvey Aluminum. With 
it goes the story of his family 
which 
also 
received 
great 
benefits from the United States 
of America. It’s a story notun­ 
like that of the other aluminum 
companies, most of which were 
put in business by Uncle Sam, 
loaned money by him to build 
their factories, given a guaran­ 
teed price, plus government 
contracts. 
Yet they are now squawking 
because the government which 
befriended them is selling part 
of its stockpile to keep alum­ 
inum prices down. 
Leo Harvey, an energetic Rus­ 
sian immigrant, began to make 
big money on munitions con­ 
tracts during the last war. At 
that time the navy investigated 
and stopped his brother, Her­ 
bert Harvey, from sneaking off- 
sized 20-MM shells past navy 
inspectors. But the navy didn’t 
prosecute. And the Harvey fam­ 
ily went on to more govern­ 
ment contracts and bigger prof­ 
its. The family also went on 
into politics, cosying up to both 
political parties and contribut­ 
ing substantially to each. 
On the Republican side, the 
Harveys 
hired 
Tom Dewey, 
twice COP candidate for presi­ 
dent. On the Democratic side, 
M rs. Carmine 
Warschaw, 
daughter of Leo, has 
b e e n 
southern California chairman 
while her brother Lawrence 
was once candidate to be Dem­ 
ocratic national committeeman 
from California. 
REPUBLICAN BONANZA 
However, it was under the Re­ 
publicans that the Harveys got 
some of their juiciest help from 
the generous government which 
gave them a haven. 
In 1955, Tom Dewey sent his 
law associate, James F. Nick-' 


erson, to Washington to per­ 
suade Eisenhower officials to 
give the Harveys 
a heads- 
they - win, tails - the - gov- 
ernm ent-loses 
contract. The 
Harveys got an agreement to 
sell aluminum to the govern­ 
ment for five years, plus a 
certificate on tax amortization 
on their new plant, plus an 
agreement that a power line 
would be built from the Dalles, 
Ore., to Bonneville to bring in 
cheap government power. 


The power line 
was to cost 
Uncle Sam $2,200,000. But at 
the last minute watchful Rep. 
Clarence Cannon, 
D-Mo., 
knocked the item out. 
On top of this, the government 
dug a 15-foot barge channel up 
the Columbia River to the Har­ 
vey Aluminum plant at the Dal­ 
les, 
a channel which chiefly 
benefits the Harveys. 
At that time, the government 
had 
a staggering stockpile of 
765,000 tons of aluminum. Uncle 
Sam needed more aluminum like 
he needed a hole in his head. 
Despite this, Tom Dewey’s law 
firm had managed to persuade 
the government to buy 200,000 
tons of aluminum from the Har­ 
veys to add to the stockpile. 
Dewey, according to testimony 
before Sen. Stuart Symington, 
D-Mo., did 
this by calling on 
Sherman Adams, 
the No. 
2 
man in the White House, who in 
turn called Ed Mansure, then 
head of General Services and 
in charge of stockpiles. Instruc­ 
tions were given to buy the 200,- 
000 tons of aluminum. 


This is the same Harvey alum­ 
inum which now complains when 
the United States government 
sells the same amount of alumi­ 
num which it once purchased 
from Harvey—200,000 tons — 
after Harvey and other mem­ 
bers of the aluminum industry 
had increased prices. 
LANDLORD HARVEY 
This, however, is only part of 
the story of the Russian immi­ 
grant and his family and how 
they have benefited from a kind­ 
ly Uncle Sam. 
The Harveys own the Harvey 
building at 417 S. Hill street, 


Los Angeles, where up until the 
spring of this year no minori­ 
ties were employed and where 
a strict non-union policy was 
enforced. 
President 
Johnson is 
well 
known for both his champion­ 
ship 
of minorities 
and his 
friendly policy toward labor 
unions. Nevertheless the John­ 
son administration rents office 
space from the Harveys for the 
Agriculture Department, 
the 
GSA, 
the Department of HEW, 
Internal Revenue, the Housing 
an d 
Home Finance agency, 
Treasury, Post Office depart­ 
ment and the Social Se’curlty 
Administration. 
This is all rented from the 
company which last week com­ 
plained because the government 
was trying to keep aluminum 
prices down. 
The Harvey family also owns 
the building at 909 S. Broadway 
in Los Angeles, where they fol­ 
low the same policy on minority 
races and unions. While the fed­ 
eral government rents no office 
space there, Gov. Pat Brown, a 
close friend of President John­ 
son and in sympathy with him 
on keeping prices down, does 
rent space for the Colorado 
River board and the California 
Division of Water Resources. 
The state of California also 
rents space in the Harvey build­ 
ing on Hill St., for its Depart­ 
ment of Rehabilitation, and ga­ 
rages all its 
cars connected 
with narcotic 
cases 
in 
that 
building. 


In the Virgin Islands, Harvey 
Aluminum recently persuaded 
Secretary of the Interior Udall 
and Gov. Ralph Paiewonsky to 
ok the purchase of a large tract 
of land on st. Croix for bauxite 
development, 
despite the op­ 
position of many Virgin Islands 
residents 
who wanted to keep 
that scenic area 
as a non-in­ 
dustrialized tourist 
mecca. 
The story of some of the other 
aluminum companies and the 
concessions they got from a 
kindly government which they 
are now criticizing for holding 
aluminum prices will follow in 
another column.

Why do women of low income 
filii to plan their fam ilies, the 
researchers wanted to know? 
Is it because they don’t want 
to? Or Is it because they know 
little 
or nothing about their 
own 
reproductive cycles? Or

techniques? 
The study shows, the 
team 
reported, that these women do, 
indeed, want to plan 
their 
families, but are unable to do 
so largely because they 
are 
ignorant of how their bodies 
work,

are 
either unin­ 
formed or misinformed about 
contraception. 
REPRODUCTION A MYSTERY 
Fewer than three out of IO 
of the women with only 
a 
grade school education “ knew 
the fundamentals of reproduc­ 
tive physiology/* while more 
than half who had gone to high 
school, and nine out of IO who 
had had college training had this 
Information. In sum, 87 per­ 
cent of the women “ did not have 
a functional knowledge of the 
ovulatory cycle,*’ according to 
the researchers. The investiga­ 
tors 
believe 
that 
accurate 
knowledge in this area leads to 
“ awareness of the possibility 
of controlling fertility and to 
the effective use of birth con­ 
trol techniques.’’ 
With respect to contraception, 
the researchers found that one 
out of three women were not 
aware of any effective family 
planning methods. Again, the 
more education a woman had, 
the more likely she was to know 
about birth control methods. 
Of those with a grade school 
education, more than seven out 
of IO either knew of no method 
or knew of only one relatively 
Ineffective one. Of women who 
went to high school, on the 
other hand, six out of IO knew 
of two or more methods, while 
among the college -educated, 
more than nine out of IO knew 
of an effective method. On the 
whole, almost three of IO wom­ 
en knew of no effective family 
planning methods, according to 
the researchers. 
Do the women care about the 
number of children they bear? 
TTiey do, according to these 
findings, although 
what they 
want and what they get are often 
different. 
MORE UNWANTED CHILDREN 
According to Dr. Beasley and 
his colleagues, “whereas only 
one-third of those with some 
grade school education wanted 
four or more children, two- 
’thirds of them already have 
had four or more pregnancies, 
and 
they are still of child­ 
bearing age." 
Nine out of IO women told 
the researchers they believe 
that couples should have 
the 
right to decide for themselves 
when to stop having children. 
And 94 percent felt that family 
planning services should 
be 
made available to the medical­ 
ly indigent in New Orleans. 
Roman Catholic women shared 
these 
views with the Protes­ 
tants interviewed. 
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(Scott, Mississippi, 
Cope Girardeau, 
Bollinger, Stoddard, 
Dunklin, Pemiscot, 
New Madrid and 
Wayne.) 


Asked whether they want their 
children to be informed 
on 
methods of filmily planning, nine 
out 
of 
IO women said they 
definitely do. 
FAMILY H i ANNING 
KNOWLEDGE FAVORED 
More than 90 percent of them 
want their children to have this 
information 
before they are 
m arried. The rest believe they 
should know about It at the time 
they get married or soon after 
m arriage. About the 
same 
overwhelmingly 
majority be­ 
lieve that reproductive biology 
should be taught in the Junior 
high school. 
Dr. Beasley concludes from 
this abd other studies he has 
made that the motivlatlon for 
family planning certainly exists 
among the poor. The services 
to meet the need, however, are 
generally unavailable, he says. 
He believes that the “ Inacces­ 
sibility of filmily planning ser­ 
vices contributes to filmily in­ 
stability."

county circuit court 
declared 
M rs. Guth the election winner, 
but 
a later 
change of venue 
to the court of Judge Marshall 
Craig of Sikeston reversed the 
decision in favor of Mr. Kasten. 
Judge Craig said Kasten was 
the winner of the election by 
IO votes. He officially received 
1,147 votes to 1,137 votes for 
M rs. Guth.

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ABOUT OUR SCHOOLS

There has been considerable 
criticism recently, of the quali­ 
ty of teaching to undergraduate 
students in the universities and 
colleges. 
Much of this is due to the 
fairly standard practice of us­ 
ing 
graduate assistants, who 
may at times be more inter­ 
ested in receiving an advanced 
degree, than they are with prop­ 
erly teaching their students. 
Also many of the regular fac­ 
ulty serve as consultants to in­ 
dustry or government and thus 
are not only absent from their 
classes for considerable per­ 
iods 
of time but may too lose 
some interest in the instruc­ 
tional process. 
Some of these findings were 
substantiated by a report drawn 
up by a faculty committee 
at 
Cornell University after a study 
of this problem. 
Student comment, revealed by 
the report, was that; they had 
too little contact with the fac­ 
ulty; they said sometimes fac­ 
ulty advisors were indifferent, 
even hostile to students. They 
complained about large class­ 
es, Impersonal testing 
and 
grading 
proceeding bureau­ 
cratic administration and “ de­ 
pressing anonymity’’. 
As one of our observations we 
could add to the above; 
the 
pressure by college adminis­ 
tration for faculty members to 
receive advanced degrees and 
to do research or to publish 
articles or books could be an­ 
other factor in distracting 0 
good teacher from his primary 
responsibility 
which is just 
simply - to do a superior job 
of 
teaching. Good 
teaching 
should be an end In itself and 
should be so recognized and re­ 


warded. 
While 
undoubtedly advanced 
graduate study, research, and 
publishing are, within reason 
important, they should be em­ 
phasized only in that they make 
the Individual concerned abet­ 
ter teacher and not as an end in 
themselves, lf the faculty mem­ 
ber is to continue to have teach­ 
ing responsibilities. 


Next to good teaching, 
we 
should say that a good school- 
library is possibly the next most 
important phase of a quality 
school. A well equipped library 
not only provides the materials 
which teachers must have for 
their own preparation and for 
assignments to students but also 
Is the scholarly environment 
which should inspire students to 
learn on their own and to ac­ 
quire the vital habit of reading 
and research. 
We note, from the periodic re­ 
ports submitted 
to us 
from 
Director of Library Services, 
Fred Huff, that use of our ex­ 
cellent Senior High library by 
the student 
body continues to 
rise at a fairly steady rate, as 
it should. The same thing is true 


at the Middle School and we are 
adding library services at the 
elementary schools as fast as 
finances will permit. We are not 
as well supplied with books and 
periodicals 
or other library 
materials in our elementary 
schools as we would Uke. We 
hope to utilize some of 
the 
money which we will receive 
under the new Elementary and 
Secondary Act to improve this 
situation. 
Parents 
can 
be extremely 
helpful in encouraging 
their 


A recent newspaper article 
stated that the Missouri 
and 
Kansas 
Division 
of Employ­ 
ment Security showed that in 
the Kansas City area there was 
a job vacancy for almost every 
skilled, professional or mana­ 
gerial employee 
looking for 
work but there were only 75 
vacancies 
for 6,750 unskilled 
workers or one for every 90 
job seekers. Another newspaper 
story said there was actually an 
acute shortage of skilled work­ 
ers in the Chicago area,

Our Sbafdf of Education has, 
over 'theTjasi several years, 
made 
very considerable im­ 
provement 
in vocational edu­ 
cation for the youth of our own 
and neighboring 
communities 
as well as adults from the same 
areas. This had to be done be­ 
cause we, like most schools, 
did not offer very much in the 
way of vocational opportunities 
for our students. We were at 
the same time providing a rea­ 
sonably strong academic pro— 
gram primarily aimed at pre­ 
paring students for college. We 
did not need so much Improve­ 
ment in this program. However, 
the emphasis on vocational edu­ 
cation does not in any way mean 
our board and faculty consider 
that vocational education should 
be emphasized at the expense 
of 
the 
academic 
program. 
Actually the two cannot be sep­ 
arated as both are essential Ina 
comprehensive school. It is the 
aim of our board to provide 
educational 
opportunities, as 
nearly adequate as can be done 
under our circumstances, for 
every individual in accordance 
with his needs and ability. For 
some this means a strong pro­ 
gram of academic education 
pointed particularly toward col­ 
lege preparation, for others it 
means a reasonable program of 
academic or general education, 
at the level of need, plus good 
vocational 
training if the in­ 
dividual is unlikely to go to col­ 
lege. For others it means a 
composite with perhaps more 
emphasis 
on either 
the aca­ 
demic 
or vocational. We hope 
to Improve our total educational 
program in every respect. And 
we feel that any subject which 
we offer, should be taught with 
the 
same emphasis 
to give 
every student as much as he 
can get In relation to his abil­ 
ity. And that a good teacher is 
just as important lh our 'school 
and to society whether he is 
teaching mathematics or elec­ 
tronics; music or welding; En­ 
list! or auto mechanics. The im­ 
portant thing is to provide the

N violation of its own charter, 
and after it had been upheld 
by the World Court, the United 
States has w eak­ 
ly and unneces­ 
s a r ily b a ck e d 
down from its le­ 
gal and proper 
stand that mem­ 
b e r s 
o f t h e 
U nited 
N ations 
m ust pay their 
a sse ssm e n ts or 
lose their vote in 
the General A s­ 
sembly. Am bas­ 
sad or G oldberg 
h as an n ou n ced 
that we are bow­ 
ing to the will of the m ajority. 
In other words, we are entrust­ 
ing our fate to a large number of 
small nations with only the thin- 
est veneer of educated individu­ 
als, m any of them backed by 
prim itive bush people, and allow ­ 
ing them to dictate our policies. 
Sixty of these small nations com­ 
bined have fewer people living in 
them than live in our country. 
So, our bowing to the w ill of the

Rome And The 
American Labor Union

QUESTION: From the gen­ 
eral course of your 
remarks 
you seem to feel that In order 
to correct the labor union sit­ 
uation, the public “image” of 
the union must first be cor­ 
rected. Is that your feeling? 
I believe with David 
Mc­ 
Cord Wright, professor 
of 
economics 
of 
McGill Uni­ 
versity, that our first task is 
that of “ taking the halo off the 
unions.” Prof. 
Wright says 
that “ Unions today derive most 
of their strength from the public 
image of them as battlers for 
the underprivileged and agents 
for the public welfare. This 
image is a tremendous distor­ 
tion. What we do not realize 
is tiiat one work group can 
exploit another work group just 
as much as one employer could 
do so.” Pi of. Wright here pic­ 
tures the astounded labor lead­ 
er as asking whether he has 
not helped the workers. The 
Professor 
replies, “Which 
workers?” He adds that: “ The 
good things which his group may 
have obtained may well be de­ 
rived not nearly so much from 
the employing corporation 
as 
from the inflationary exploita­ 
tion (however unconscious) of 


the remainder of the economy.” 
The McGill University profes­ 
sor’s solution, then, is 
that 
“ we face the problem of exces­ 
sive power, that we deflate our 
absurdly over-expanded ideas 
of the net beneficence of unions, 
and that we ask what can 
be 
done about them. Perhaps half 
the battle will be gained when 
the public gets over its starry- 
eyed view of the unions as 
necessarily 
altruistic forces 
for equality and progress, and 
sees them for what they are— 
often reactionary agencies 
of 
personal privilege.” 
QUESTION: That would seem 
to sum up your point of view 
pretty well. But I have noticed 
in the course of our interview 
that you have several 
times 
given fragments of a citation 
from Father James M. G illis. 
Would you like to end your dis­ 
cussion with the full quotation, 
and tell us why you treat Father 
G illis and his opinion with so 
much respect? 
Father Gillis was one of the 
giants of our time. In 
the 
sermon at his funeral in 1957, 
it was said, “God publishes 
men like 
Father Gillis 
in 
very 
limited editions. 
Hi is 


Paulist priest, preacher, and 
writer, was a skyscraper on 
the Catholic horizon, and now 
that he is gone, for many a day 
we shall be looking at a lone­ 
some spot against the sky.” The 
speaker of the occasion 
ex­ 
pressed the opinion that Father 
Gillis “did perhaps more for 
the Church In the United States 
titan any other priest in the last 
quarter 
of a century.” Car­ 
dinal Cushing named his Boston 
information center “ The Father 
Gillis Catholic Center,” 
ex­ 
pressing the opinion that Father 
Gillis was one of the greatest 
priests the Archdiocese 
of 
Boston ever gave to the Church 
of God.” 
What, then, did that magni- 
flcient man say of our labor 
unions? His last word on 
the 
subject, spoken a few months 
before his death, was, “Labor 
leaders have become quite as 
tyrannical as the capitalists of 
years ago, and the people at 
large have come to condone 
the sins and crimes of Labor 
. . . Stranger still,. . . profes­ 
sional Labor which has quite 
generally come to violate jus­ 
tice and right, does so in the 
name of philanthropy, humanity, 
and religion.” I would invite 
all who are interested in re­ 
storing the dignity of labor to 
take their stand on that declara­ 
tion, prepared to do something 
about it. Hie least thing that 
can be done at once is that we 
make effective assertion of the 
principle that “Americans must 
have the right but not be com­ 
pelled to join labor unions.” 
Nearly 
a thousand Catholic 
priests 
have 
recently sub­ 
scribed to that principle. 
It 
deserves the support of us all, 


Vici Nam 
Information 
Probed 


WASHINGTON AP - A study 
of government information pol­ 
icy 
in Viet 
Nam has been 
ordered by the House Govern­ 
ment Operations Committee. 
It will be made by Rep. Dav­ 
id S. King, D-Utah, a commit­ 
tee member, who said that he 
is leaving Nov. 26 for a week­ 
long stay in Viet Nam. During 
that time he will discuss infor­ 
mation problems with U. S. 
military officials, newsmen and 
Viet Nam people. 
“ The American people feel a 
deep uneasiness about the ade­ 
quacy of the information they 
are getting from embattled Viet 
Nam,” said King in a statement 
announcing his trip. 
The study follows hearings on 
UJS. information policy in Viet 
Nam held in Washington by the 
committee's government infor­ 
mation subcommittee two years 
ago. The subcommittee issued 
a report declaring the United 
States was following a restric­ 
tive press policy that “unques­ 
tionably contributed to the lack 
of information about conditions 
in Viet Nam which created an 
international crisis.”

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Crib Deaths Of 
Babies Common 


SEATTLE, Wash. (AP) — She 
knew something was wrong the 
moment she awoke. 
She roused her husband. “ It's 
8 o'clock,” she said, “ what 
about the baby?” 
The baby, a healthy three- 
month-old, had been waking tier 
parents at 6:45 each morning — 
as regularly as an alarm clock. 
Hie mother had checked the 
infant, at 6 a.m . found her sleep­ 
ing, and had gone back to bed. 
Now, 
hearing nothing, she 
checked again. Hie baby was 
cold and was not breathing. 
Frantically, the mother called 
the fire departm ent to send a 
crew with a resu scitato r, but 
the infant could not be revived. 
The child was pronounced dead 
a short tim e la ter at a hospital. 
Dr. Gale Wilson, King County 
autopsy surgeon, told the par­ 
ents he saw many such cases 
every year. Tile d e i th would lie 
entered as acute pneumonitis. 
Doctors 
didn't 
know 
what 
brought it on, but whatever it 
was it was terrib ly fast. 
Some 15,000 such deaths occur 
in the United States each year. 
In the Seattle are a, eight be­ 
reaved couples nave formed the 
Washington 
A ssociation 
for 
Sudden 
Infant 
Death 
Study. 
Thanks in part to their efforts, 
an am bitious research project 
is under way to determ ine what 
causes what doctors call the 
sudden 
death 
syndrom e, but 
commonly 
known as “ crib 
deaths.” 
T ie association got its start 
with a card of sympathy. Mrs. 
Francis R. Jones, a Seattle 
policem an's wife, sent one to 
State Sen. and M rs. Fred H. 
Dore. M rs. Jones did not know 
the Dores, but had read in a 
newspaper that they had found 
their youngest child dead in its 
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crib on the sam e day she and 
her husband lost a baby in the 
sam e way, 
M rs. Jones and M rs. Dore 
became acquainted. Then M rs. 
Dore heard of another crib 
death and wrote a note of sym­ 
pathy to the parents. A few cou­ 
ples got together and held a 
meeting, with a pediatrician as 
a speaker. 
They learned that pathologists 
in various parts of the country 
had oeen doing research on pos­ 
sible causes of the sudden unex­ 
plained deaths. 
But most studies were ham­ 
pered, the parents were told, 
by being lim ited to autopsies 
perform ed 
in coroner's of­ 
fices. 
Sen. Dore went to see King 
County Coroner Leo Sowers and 
asked him if he was aware of 
the problem . He 
was 
very 
aw are of it, Sowers said. Nine 
years e a rlie r, he and his wife 
had lost a child to the sudden 
death syndrom e. 
With thp help of Dore, a Dem­ 
ocrat, and Sowers, a Republi­ 
can, a bill was put through the 
1963 Washington Legislature. 
It changed the coroner law so 
that cases of sudden intent death 
could be referred to the Uni­ 


versity of Washington Medical 
School for autopsy. 
A $20,000 appropriation was 
passed and renewed in 1965. Aft­ 
e r 
a 
two-year 
prelim inary 
study, the university medical 
school transferred the la s e of 
the research project to Chil­ 
d ren 's Orthopedic Hospital and 
Medical center. 
C hildren's Orthopedic has re ­ 
ceived a $144,000 three-year 
grant from the National Insti­ 
tutes of Health for the Study. 
D rs. J . Bruce Beckwith and 
A braham 
Bergman, 
faculty 
m em bers at the university who 
a re on the staff at the hospital, 
a re conducting it. Sowers has 
made 
D r. Beckwith a deputy 
co ro n er. 
E a rlie r in his career, 
D r. 
Beckwith performed 300 autop­ 
sies on sudden Intent death vic­ 
tim s in four years as a patholo­ 
gist with theLos Angeles County 
c o ro n e r's office.

H iey expect it will be at least 
th ree years before they

any conclusive results. 
“ W e're satisfied that th ere Is 
m ore than one factor,” says D r.

D r. Bergman has found the 
syndrom e to be very uncommon 
beneath the age of three w eeks, 
most common between two and 
th ree months, uncommon after 
six months and almost unheard 


“ We feel it is the single most 
common cause of Intent death 
Outside of the newborn period,” 
says Dr. Bergman. “ We know 
it is happening all over

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Johnson Foreign 
Affair Luck Fragile

WASHINGTON (AP) — Under 
the law of averages President 
Johnson’s luck in foreign affairs 
won’t last. 
In the first year of his full 
term foreign crises have been 
relatively few at a time when he 
was anxious to concentrate on 
domestic problems and getting 
his programs through 
Con. 
gress. 
Today he arranged a full­ 
scale review of foreign policy 
with top. level Cabinet officers 
at his Teias ranch, the first of 
its kind since his gall Madder 
operation Oct. 8. He had held 
such meetings regularly before 
that. 
Nothing 
indicated this one 
would be unusual, which is a 
reminder that except for the 
Dominican Republic revolt and 
the continuing war in Viet Nam 
Johnson has been toirly free of 
overseas dilemmas, at least 
critical ones. 
There has been a basic differ, 
ence between the way Johnson 
and President John 
Kennedy 
tackled foreign policy. From the 
very 
first 
Kennedy 
plunged 
head-first into it, and personal. 
ly. 
In less tlian three years he 
made an excellent impression 
abroad. But Johnson has played 
foreign policy in a much lower 
key. One ejample: In his first 
year 
Kennedy 
made a trip 
abroad; 
Johnson 
has stayed 
home. 
But in the two biggest and 
most critical problems that con. 
fronted them in their first five 
months Johnson took tor more 
forceful and positive action than 
Kennedy. 
Hie latter supported theinva. 
sion of Fidel C astro's Cuba by 
Cuban exiles but he toiled to 
back them with UJJ. forces and 
many of them perished on tile 
beaches. It was a disaster. Ken. 
nedy took the blame. But he 
suffered tor it. 
When the Dominican revolt 
began 
Johnson 
sent 
22,000 
troops into the republic — to 
prevent a Communist takeover, 
he said — and, although this 
manpower may have been more 
than was needed, the revolt sub­ 
sided. 
Kennedy, 
following 
former 
President 
Dwight 
D. Eisen­ 
hower’s policy of helping South 
* Viet Nam resist the Viet Cong 
attempt to conquer it, began a 
■gradual 
American 
military 
-build-up. But the Viet Cong con­ 
tinued to progress. 
By the time Johnson began 
his own first full term , South 
Viet Nam was dwindling into 
- chaos. He poured in American 
troops, began bombing North 
Viet Nam and stopped the Viet 
: Cong tide. 
But elsewhere for Johnson the 
world has been relatively quiet. 
•Another lucky point for him is 
that he hasn’t had to cope with 
anyone 
so 
unpredictable or

price guidelines are at the root 
of the price-increase commo­ 
tion between the Johnson admin­ 
istration and the aluminum in­ 
dustry. 
In the view of the administra­ 
tion, the guidelines are route 
markers 
to the “ Great So­ 
ciety." 
The administration feels that 
the aluminum industry in an­ 
nouncing a half-cent Increase to 
25 cents a pound crossed the 
markers and threatened infla­ 
tion. 
Industry spokesmen say the 
half-cent increase was needed 
tor research, development and 
profits. 
But, said Gardner Ackley, 
chairman of the President's 
Council of Economic Advisers: 
“ Under the guideposts, such 
industries — those with produc­ 
tivity increases above average 
— should not be raising prices." 
Judging from the past exam­ 
ples it may be permissible to 
cross the lines slightly. Some 
say this was done in the steel 
industry wage agreement. But lf 
the administration feels the 
lines are literally violated, it 
now appears it intends to blow 
the whistle. 
Guidelines, or areas of per­ 
missible movement, exist pri­ 
marily for wages and prices. 
They permit price increases to 
industries whose productivity 
gains lag behind the average for 
the economy. 
They are but one of several 
voluntary programs involving 
businessmen. Industry, for ex­ 
ample, has also been asked to 
restrict 
voluntarily overseas 
investments to maintain the sta­ 
bility of the dollar. 
These 
guidelines 
are not 
backed by legislation. Rather 
they are enforced positively by 
a call to patriotism or the na­ 
tional 
interest — which no 
manufacturer of a consumer 
product can ignore — and nega­ 
tively by the ominous threat of 
hard legislation. 
In the case of aluminum in­ 
dustry, 
enforcement 
of the 
guidelines was given added im­ 
pact by the feet that the federal 
government is the industry's 
biggest customer and potential­ 
ly its biggest competitor.

CAPE GIRARDEAU — South­ 
east Missouri conceivably could 
lose all electrical power for a 
tim e through failure of a single 
mechanical device, but past ex­ 
perience

Ray W. Call, president of the 
M issouri Utilities Co., 
which 
serves the city and much of the 
district with power, said today 
that failure of any one of the 
three circuit breakers at the 
Union E lectric switching station 
south of Cape Girardeau could 
produce the general power in­ 
terruption. 
However, he pointed out that 
any such power failure would 
be of relatively short duration. 
"I can’t conceive of Its last­ 
ing more than two hours at the 
m ost,” he commented. 
Call 
afoo indicated that the 
potential for such a chain re­ 
action, m assive power failure 
as 
was experienced in 
the 
Northeast United States Tues­ 
day night is not present in this 
area. 
He observed that the prob­ 
lem there was largely one of 
overload after the initial me­ 
chanical failure — whatever it 
may have been — started the 
chain of events. 
He said perhaps one device 
on a system carrying a large 
block of power failed, autom ati­ 
cally activating the re-routing 
system built In to the general 
'nterlocking power network. 
The new demand created by 
the initial failure might have 
caused other system s to be 
overloaded, he said, In a cas­ 
cading effect until the great 
area was without power. 
Call noted that In this area, 
power supply capabilities are 
such that the overloading does 
not become a problem . 
For instance, M issouri Utili­ 
ties buys all its power from the 
Union E lectric Co., which chan­

Any one of the three sources 
—without the other two—is suf­

The 
greatly interconnected 
power system , which has been 
cited as one of the reasons for 
the scope of Tuesday night's 
E ast Coast failure, has advan­ 
tages in respect to economy and 
reliability, the president of the 
company maintained. 
Trouble on any of the three 
system s feeding the switching 
station here causes the appro­ 
priate circuit breaker to open, 
preventing the spread of the 
trouble throughout the system . 
If the breaker malfunctions 
—fails to open—the whole sy s­ 
tem would be without power, he 
said. 
Throughout power 
system s * 
everywhere are these circuit 
breakers, designed to automat­ 
ically 
isolated power failure 
°ver it occurs, and to re ­ 


route power over other circuits. 
The percentage of reliability 
of these circuit breakers, baaed 
on past experiences here, is 
almost total* 
Call said in his 
experience 
none of the nearly IOO breakers 
of the type presently in service 
—the three at the switching sta­ 
tion and others throughout the 
system —has ever failed. 
He noted that the last general 
power failure in Cape Girardeau 
in 1946 was due to the explo­ 
sion of a circuit breaker in 
a rainstorm, but he said that 
the equipment was not only ob­ 
solete at that tim e, but was 
overloaded. 
The occurrences that could 
trigger a general power failure 
take place regularly, Call sal<^ 
and the public is never sware 
of them, except in localized 
areas. 
Such things, he added, are 
windstorms, lightning and even 
children 
playing with 
kites. 
They can cause a local inter­ 
ruption, but the circuit break­ 
ers isolate the trouble automat­ 
ically. 


Call remarked, however, that 
with the dependence upon im­ 
perfect mechanical devices and 
fallible humans, the possibility 
for a general failure does exist.

Call said he

not believe there is the potential 
for a statewide failure, mainly 
because the state is not depend­ 
ent upon a single outside source 
for a great bulk of its power, 
as is the case in some other 
areas. 
Call said that as a result of 
the East Coast blackout, the 
power companies will probably 
want to review some of their 
operations, particularly main­ 
tenance of equipment. 
He said M issouri Utilities car­ 
ries out a regular schedule of 
maintenance and inspection of 
its equipment, including the cir­ 
cuit breakers. 
The president of the utilities 
company said the events of 
Tuesday night also may prompt 
new directives from the Public 
Service Commission or 
the- 
Federal Power Commission. 
"And lf they find there has 
been some faulty procedure fol­ 
lowed, the directives will be 
worthwhile,” he added.

Harrison disclosed that a let­ 
ter from Byrd announcing his 
resignation was delivered

him at the executive mansion at 
10 p.m. Wednesday. 
Byrd said In the letter that the 
rigors of the last Congress had 
borne more heavily on him and 
that he found himself tiring eas­ 
ily. 
“In looking toward the forth­ 
coming session that starts in 
January and after consultations 
with my physicians concerning 
the pain I have been suffering 
as a result of arthritis I have 
reluctantly reached the conclu­ 
sion that I must give up the 
heavy responsibilities 
en­ 
trusted to me by the people of 
Virginia," Byrd’s letter said. 
“I hereby submit my resigna­ 
tion as a member of the United 
suites Senate to become effec­ 
tive upon receipt of this letter." 
The governor praised Byrd 
for his contribution to the state 
and the nation, and called him 
one of our greatest Americans. 
Byrd sought to step down from 
the Senate in 1958 but in the face 
of a projected Democratic or­ 
ganization split between back­ 
ers of Tuck and John S. Battle, 
both former governors, Byrd 
agreed to run again. 
The senior Virginia senator, 
whose previous rugged health 
had been exemplified by moun­ 
tain climbing, had been less 
active in recent years and had 
been badly troubled with an 
arthritic knee.

Rhodesia.

Britain embargoed the ship­ 
ment of all arms to this central 
African country, and asked for 
an urgent meeting of the U.N.

Britain's allies, including the 
United States, and Common­ 
wealth members are expected 
to join in ignoring the declara­ 
tion and in imposing economic 
sanctions. 
While Smith still was speak­ 
ing on the radio, British Gover­ 
nor Sir Humphrey Gibbs an­ 
nounced that Smith and all his 
ministers had been dismissed 
on orders of Queen Elizabeth 
for “an unconstitutional act of 
Independence." 
With his proclamation of inde­ 
pendence, however, Smith had 
ceased to recognize the powers 
of the British governor and Lon­ 
don has said it will not use 
force.

Populous Northeast Struggles To Return To Normal 


NEW YORK (AP) — The na­ 
tion’s populous Northeast strug­ 
gled today to return to normal 
as government agencies sought 
an answer to the paralyzing 
power failure. 
Businesses and transportation 
facilities, crippled by the 10- 
hour 
blackout 
that 
spread 
across seven states and into 
Canada Tuesday night, hopeful­ 
ly looked to near normal opera­ 
tions today. 
Power conservation is being 


observed in New York City, 
hardest hit by the massive tech­ 
nological breakdown. Full pow­ 
er is not expected to be restored 
for several days. 
The Veterans Day holiday is 
contributing to the return to 
normal. Schools, government 
facilities, banks and some busi­ 
nesses are closed today—grant­ 
ing a day's grace to New York’s 
The closed facilities also will 
require far less power. 
Cause of the historic break­ 


down remains as dar’ as the 
blackout Itself, but sv 
and 
federal agencies are n» king 
intensive Investigations. 
James A. Lundy, chairman of 
the New York Public Service 
Commission, said he was confi­ 
dent the reason for the failure 
will be uncovered. It apparently 
originated in Upstate New York. 
Uppermost in the minds of 
government and industry lead­ 
ers is the prevention of a recur­ 
rence. Some warned that it 


could happen again unless the 
cause is tracked down and elim­ 
inated.

SIX WORDS IMPORTANT TO U.S. SECURITY 
In 1946, when the U.S. accepted the compulsory 
jurisdiction of the World Court, it excluded 
among other matters: “ Disputes with regard 
to m atters which are essentially within the 
jurisdiction of the United States, as determined 
by the United States.” These last six words 
were added by the then Chairman of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee, Senator Tom 
Connally, and are known as the Connally Amend­ 
ment or the Connally Reservation. The purpose 
of this amendment was to safeguard the vital 
interests of the United States. 
For 17 years, the One Worlders have been 
trying to repeal the Connally Amendment. Mr. 
Frank B. Ober, a past president of the Maryland 
Bar Association, has forcefully pointed out their 
continuing efforts pose a clear and present 
danger to our national security. 
When the United States Senate voted to limit 
U. S. submission to the rulings of the U.N. 
World Court, the chief fear expressed was that 
the court would assume jurisdiction over such 
m atters as immigration, tariffs, and the Panama 
Canal. 
Today these justified fears have been deepened 
and widened by the cold war. 
For example, Fidel Castro from time to time 
makes threatening gestures against the U.S. 
base at Guantanamo. On December 14, 1960, 
the General Assembly of the U.N. declared in 
an 89-0 vote that all non-self-governing te r­ 
ritories should be given immediate 
indepen­ 
dence. This resolution came from the Afro- 
Asian bloc of nations, but it was Russian- 
inspired and Russian-supported. It was a direct 
threat against all our vital defense bases in 
such places as Cuba, Puerto Rico, Okinawa, 
Guam, and the Virgin Islands. 
Suppose that Castro should carry out his re ­ 
peated threat to expropriate the base at Guan­ 
tanamo. The U.N. World Court, using the De­ 
cember, 
1960, resolution as a basis, could 
decide that Cuba has titular sovereignty over 
the base and could do with it as Castro wishes. 
In such a case, the United States would have 
another hopeless claim for damages to be added 
to the $1 billion Cuba already owes the U.S. 
for expropriated property. 
In recent years, a number of leaders of the 
American bar have been agitating to have the 
Connally Amendment repealed, ignoring the pos­ 
sibilities such a situation would present. 
They ignore the fact that there is no real 
code of international law on whicj* to base 
decisions^'precedenf. ^ 
Furthermore, they proceed on the theory that 
World Court judges will maintain judicial ob­ 
jectivity despite political backgrounds. To think 
that a judge from an Iron Curtain country would 
disregard the directives of his political leaders 
is unrealistic. Objectivity is not encouraged 
in a totalitarian state, and it would never 
be permitted in a judge. 
One judge from the United States sits on the 
World Court. There are two communist judges; 
one from Russia, and one from Poland. And 
not a single communist nation in the world has 
submitted to the court’s compulsory jurisdiction. 
The communist concept of the judicial function 
is different from ours. Consider this statement 
by the late Andrei Vishinsky, a Russian lawyer 
as well as a communist diplomat: 
“ The Court of the Soviet State is an insepar­ 
able part of the governmental machinery of 
the poletarian dictatorship. . . .In content, its 
activity is identical with the activities of other 
agencies of administration which have the task 
of protecting and strengthening the revolutionary 
order. . . .The program of the Communist 
Party repudiates the principle of separation of 
powers.” 
That is the unchanging view of the communists 
toward the judiciary. Is it reasonable to believe 
that a Russian judge or any other communist 
judge brought up in this tradition would ever 
be objective in determining m atters affecting 
the security of the United States? 
The manner in which justice of the U.N. World 
Court are chosen is a matter of considerable 
importance to the United States. They are 
elected by joint action of the General Assembly 
and the Security Council of the United Nations. 
If the U.S. were to commit diplomatic suicide 
by repealing the Connally Amendment, thus 
allowing the Court to decide what constitutes 
internal and international m atters, we could 
count upon a definite attempt to pack the Court 
with justices inimical to U.S. interests. 
Another matter to be considered is the loose 
language of the U.N. statute which created the 
Court. However, in this country, certainty in 
law is of vital importance; our domestic law is 
constantly being clarified by statutes and court 
decisions. Courts in this country demand preci­ 
sion in the law for the protection of all. 
If certainty in the law is important to in­ 
dividuals then it is doubly important to nations. 
But there is no such certainty in connection 
with the World Court. What certainty is to be 
found, for instance, in the language of Article 
38 of the Court Statute which holds that the 
justices in the absence of a treaty should be 
guided by; “ International custom as a general 
practice accepted by law,” or “ principles of 
law recognized by civilized nations,” or “ teach­ 
ings of publicists?” 
Whose international customs and general prac­ 
tices should prevail? What is a civilized nation 
and what is not? The debate could go on for 


years in the World Court. 
Summing up, these would be the principal 
results of repealing the Connally Reservation: 
(1) Our position would be weakened interna­ 
tionally and domestically. 
(2) Puppet judges from communist countries 
and from other countries embracing a mono­ 
lithic, authoritarian form of government would 
make a mockery of the decisions f the World 
Court, whenever ordered to do so by their 
political superiors. 
(3) The influx of new inexperienced nations 
into the U.N. will make it possible to pack 
the court with judges antagonistic to our ideals 
and to our way of life. 
(4) Since there are no clear rules of interna­ 
tional law, there would be no protection from 
interference by the World Court in matters 
previously considered to be domestic. 
The six words of the Connally Reservation 
are about as important to the safety and security 
of this country as any six words in U.S. history.

He 
has loosened up some sad looking and hard 
bitten cats behind the Iron Curtain, causing 
them to smile and look like happy human 
beings—at least momentarily. 
When the saints come marching in and the 
last chapter is written in Armstrong’s life he 
still will be smiling. 
He may also be sweating and wiping his brow 
with the flourish of a large white handkerchief. 
The perspiration, however, is not to be confused 
with tears or even unhappy toil because Louie 
always is happy in his work. 
That is happy sweat oozing from his black skin. 
There also stands that formula for happy 
work—jigging, dancing, singing and playing.

POLITICAL FINAGLING 
REBUKED 
A short time ago the Federal 
Power Commission licensed a 
group of business - managed 
private utility companies, which 
have banded together under the 
name 
of 
Pacific Northwest 
Power Company, to build High 
Mountain 
Sheep Dam on the 
Snake River. 
This is a tremendous project, 
budgeted at $247 million. The 
benefits to the region would be 
enormous. And the FPC deci­ 
sion, seemingly, ended a bitter 
controversy that has been go­ 
ing on for some six years. The 
reason for this long and intol­ 
erable delay is that public pow-

One of the characteristics of 
private enterprise is its proven 
ability, on occasion after oc­ 
casion, to achieve what many 
have believed to be impossible.

Insulated tanker will 
slip alongside a jetty near Lon­ 
don. Aboard will be a cargo of 
“ frozen gas,” super-refriger­ 
ated to a temperature of minus 
258 degrees Fahrenheit. It will 
be the first of many shipments 
destined to bring cheaper and 
more convenient heat and fuel 
to millions of people overseas. 
The freezing of natural gas has 
been in the project stage for 
years. There were grave doubts 
as to its feasibility, though 
there was no question that, if it 
could be successfully achieved, 
the benefits would be enormous 
— for instance, it takes only 
one barrel of storage space for 
the frozen gas for each 600 
barrels of space it occupies as 
a vapor. One by the one the 
problems were solved. And a 
mammoth production project 
was pioneered by a group of 
enterprises — the Union StocV 
Yard and Transit Company ol 
Chicago, Continental Oil Cm- 
pany and the Royal Dutch Shell 
Croup, working with the Gas 
Council of Great Britain. 
The long-range possibilities 
are now probabilities. New op­ 


portunities are open for gas- 
hungry countries seeking a 
more economical fuel that can­ 
not be served by pipelines. And 
it will make its mark here at 
home by aiding the U.S. gas in­ 
dustry to liquefy natural gas 
during offseasons for storage 
and later revaporlze it to meet 
demands of peak periods.

NEW YORK (AP) — General 
prosperity never knits people as 
closely together as does general 
trouble. 
That’s when they learn “the 
buddy system.” 
The overnight blackout here 
proved this anew..

On ordinary days this titan of 
cities is made up of eight mil­ 
lion crowded individual human 
islands, most of whom are indif­ 
ferent to each other and dwell in 
a protective, shelMike isola­ 
tion. 
If they have private woes, 
they generally bear them alone. 
Each has his own ambition or 
goal, and sometimes each feels 
like all the other 7,999,999 
people are getting in his way. 
So they step on each other's 
toes, and race against each 
other 
for taxicabs, parking 
spaces, department store bar­ 
gains, theater tickets, and sub­ 
way, bus or train seats. 
The unofficial policy is "devil 
take the liindmost." If a stran­ 
ger starts to speak to them on 
the sidewalk, their 
first re­ 
action 
is one of suspicion: 
“ What is this guy trying to get 
from me?" 
It is this attitude that gave 
rise to the oldest cliche about 
New York City: “It's a great 
place to visit, but I sure would 
hate to live there." 
But when general 
trouble 
comes, a truce is called here in 
the routine strife. The prison­ 
ers of the concrete and high 
glass canyons realise 
how 
much dependent on each other 
they really are. 
Tlie herd then becomes a real 
herd. Instead of seeking petty 
disadvantages, people help each 


other. Sharing anew discomfort 
brings them together in a new 
camaraderie. Grumpiness is 
replaced by a feeling of genial 
good will. TTie complalner is 
laughed out of face. 
It was that way during the 
famous blizzard of 1888. It was 
that way during the record two- 
foot-plus snowfall of 1947. And it 
was that way during the great 
blackout of 1965, when most of 
the lights went out, subways 
stalled, and even the television 
sets went blank. 
When a power 
breakdown 
spread a deepening pall across 
the metropolis, the common­ 
place became an unknown. The 
city turned into one vast friend­ 
ly neighborhood, lit only by car 
lights, matches, candles, flash­ 
lights that roved like fireflies, 
and a big full mellow harvest 
that shone like a blob of butter. 
Everybody had an eerie or 
comic adventure. They climbed 
up and down inky stairwells. 
Stranded employes in lofty sky­ 
scrapers joked and told stories, 
played cards by candlelight, 
bunked down on office couches. 
Heaven only knows how many 
stenographers got kissed in dar­ 
kened corridors by junior exec­ 
utives who never even knew 
their first names before. 
For days people will be telling 
each other their experiences, 
feeling a kindling warmth that 
all feel who have met trouble 
together. But gradually the 
warm human glow will evapo­ 
rate and they will become pri­ 
vate islands again as the routine 
frictions of the commonplace 
wear them apart. 
In a way, it's a shame that 
only in common danger do we 
appreciate our mutual need for 
one another.

Washington Merry-Go-Round 
------------ By Drew Pearson ----------- 


WASHINGTON — This is the 
story of an American, born in 
Russia, whose adopted country 
gave him such opportunities that 
he became many times a mil­ 
lionaire, but who is now howl­ 
ing his head off because the 
government 
that helped him 
wants to hold down the price 
of aluminum. 
It’s the story of Leo Harvey, 
head of Harvey Aluminum. With 
it goes the story of his family 
which 
also 
received great 
benefits from the United States 
of America. It’s a story notun­ 
like that of the other aluminum 
companies, most of which were 
put in business by Uncle Sam, 
loaned money by him to build 
their factories, given a guaran­ 
teed price, plus government 
contracts. 
Yet they are now squawking 
because the government which 
befriended them is selling part 
of its stockpile to keep alum­ 
inum prices down. 
Leo Harvey, an energetic Rus­ 
sian immigrant, began to make 
big money on munitions con­ 
tracts during the last war. At 
that time the navy Investigated 
and stopped his brother, Her­ 
bert Harvey, from sneaking off- 
sized 20-MM shells past navy 
inspectors. But the navy didn’t 
prosecute. And the Harvey fam­ 
ily went on to more govern­ 
ment contracts and bigger prof­ 
its. The family also went on 
into politics, cosying up to both 
political parties and contribut­ 
ing substantially to each. 
On the Republican side, the 
Harveys 
hired Tom Dewey, 
twice GOP candidate for presi­ 
dent. On the Democratic side, 
Mrs. Carmine 
Warschaw, 
daughter of Leo, has 
been 
southern California chairman 
while her brother Lawrence 
was once candidate to be Dem­ 
ocratic national committeeman 
from California. 
REPUBLICAN BONANZA 
However, it was under the Re­ 
publicans that the Harveys got 
some of their juiciest help from 
the generous government which 
gave them a haven. 
In 1955, Tom Dewey sent his 
law associate, James F. Nick-' 


erson, to Washington to per­ 
suade Eisenhower officials to 
give the Harveys 
a heads- 
they - win, tails - the - gov- 
ernment-loses 
contract. The 
Harveys got an agreement to 
sell aluminum to the govern­ 
ment for five years, plus a 
certificate on tax amortization 
on their new plant, plus an 
agreement that a power line 
would be built from the Dalles, 
Ore., to Bonneville to bring in 
cheap government power. 
The power line was to cost 
Uncle Sam $2,200,000. But at 
the last minute watchful Rep. 
Clarence Cannon, 
D-Mo., 
knocked the item out. 
On top of this, the government 
dug a 15-foot barge channel up 
the Columbia River to the Har­ 
vey Aluminum plant at the Dal­ 
les, 
a channel which chiefly 
benefits the Harveys. 
At that time, the government 
had a staggering stockpile of 
765,000 tons of aluminum. Uncle 
Sam needed more aluminum like 
he needed a hole in his head. 
Despite thia, Tom Dewey's law 
firm had managed to persuade 
the government to buy 200,000 
tons of aluminum from the Har­ 
veys to add to the stockpile. 
Dewey, according to testimony 
before Sen. Stuart Symington, 
I>-Mo., did this by calling on 
Sherman Adams, 
the No. 2 
man in the White House, who in 
turn called Ed Mansure, then 
head of General Services and 
in charge of stockpiles. Instruc­ 
tions were given to buy the 200,- 
000 tons of aluminum. 


This is the same Harvey alum­ 
inum which now complains when 
the United States government 
sells the same amount of alumi­ 
num which it once purchased 
from Harvey—200,000 tons — 
after Harvey and other mem­ 
bers of the aluminum Industry 
had increased prices. 
LANDLORD HARVEY 
This, however, is only part of 
the story of the Russian immi­ 
grant and his family and how 
they have benefited from a ldnd- 
ly Uncle Sam. 
The Harveys own the Harvey 
building at 417 S. Hill street, 


Los Angeles, where up until the 
spring of this year no minori­ 
ties were employed and where 
a strict non-union policy was 
enforced. 
President 
Johnson is well 
known for both his champion­ 
ship 
of minorities 
and his 
friendly policy toward labor 
unions. Nevertheless the John­ 
son administration rents office 
space from the Harveys for the 
Agriculture Department, 
the 
GSA, 
the Department of HEW, 
Internal Revenue, the Housing 
and 
Home Finance agency, 
Treasury, Post Office depart­ 
ment and the Social Security 
Administration. 
This is all rented from the 
company which last week com­ 
plained because the government 
was trying to keep aluminum 
prices down. 
The Harvey family also owns 
the building at 909 S. Broadway 
in Los Angeles, where they fol­ 
low tl^e same policy on minority 
races and unions. While the fed­ 
eral government rents no office 
space there, Gov. Pat Brown, a 
close friend of President John­ 
son and in sympathy with him 
on keeping prices down, does 
rent space for the Colorado 
River board and the California 
Division of Water Resources. 
The state of California also 
rents space in the Harvey build­ 
ing on Hill St., for its Depart­ 
ment of Rehabilitation, and ga­ 
rages all its cars connected 
with narcotic cases In that 
building. 


In the Virgin Islands, Harvey 
Aluminum recently persuaded 
Secretary of the Interior Udall 
and Gov. Ralph Paiewonsky to 
ok the purchase of a large tract 
of land on St. Croix for bauxite 
development, 
despite the op­ 
position of many Virgin Islands

that scenic area as a non-ln- 
dustrlalized tourist 
mecca. 
The story of some of the other 
aluminum companies and the 
concessions they got from a 
kindly government which they 
are now criticizing for holding 
aluminum prices will follow in 
another column.

This has been a bad growing 
year, with tropical storms in 
the South, rain in the Midwest 
and an abnormal freeze in the 
Pacific Northwest. 
The military has embarked on 
a virtual crash program to pur­ 
chase food for forces overseas, 
primarily in Viet Nam. 
Supplies of most canned foods 
already are tighter than last 
year, and canners say the gov­ 
ernment is paying above market 
prices 
that come close to a 
requisition of supplies. 
David V. Whitley of Chicago, 
newly elected president of the 
National Association of Frozen 
Food Packers, said corn, lima 
beans, green beans and mixed 
vegetables will be in short sup­ 
ply because of bad crops this 
year. 
Strawberries also are in short 
supply. 
But there is a big crop of peas, 
and citrus fruits are plentiful. 
Meat, poultry and fish have 
been running 5.3 per cent high­ 
er than last year, which is no 
news to shoppers. Cereals and 
baked goods have been up 1 
per cent.

S tage Set For The 14 th R uniting Sugar Ray Near 
Of TheWashington, D.C. 
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End Of Road

LAUREL, Md. (AP) — Laurel 
race track officials will spend 
an estimated $250,000 to stage 
the 14th running of the Washing­ 
ton, D.C*, international today. 
But 
they gladly would have 
spent more to save the head­ 
aches that have plagued them 
since they started putting the 
field together for the lVfe-mile 
grass course event. 
John Schapiro, president of 
the track located midway be­ 
tween Baltimore and Washing­ 
ton, gave the figures after the 
field had been cut to seven 
Wednesday by the withdrawal 
of Hill Rise. 
Hill Rise, last to be invited 
but second choice in the ad­ 
vance line, developed a 103-de- 
gree temperature Wednesday 
morning following 
a satisfac­ 
tory workout. Owner George A. 
Pope Jr. lost no time with­ 
drawing his 4-year-old, who had 
scored an 
impressive victory 
in the Man o’War at Aqueduct 
his last time out. 
The withdrawal of Hill Rise 
was the latest in the long line of 
disappointments 
as Schapiro 
organized the field. First he had 
hoped to get Kelso, the world’s 
leading money winner, but the 
1964 International winner and 
five times America's Horse of 
the Year, suffered an eye inju­ 
ry. 
Before and after there were 
such other setbacks as: Tom 
Rolfe, foremost American 3- 
year-old, declined 
the issue; 
Ireland's Meadow Court failed 
to hold the form he showed in 
winning the Irish Derby; owners 
of Sea Bird and Reliance, Eu­ 
rope's two best 3-year>olds, ad­ 
vised their colts would not be 
available; 
England's Convar- 
more turned up lame; Italy's 
Hazel tine 
was 
injured in a 


workout; 
Russia's 
Analine, 
third in 1964, failed to appear, 
and Venezuela's Calcas came 
down with colic shortly before 
he was scheduled to leave Cara­ 
cas. 
The International is a race in 
which Laurel picks up the entire 
check for shipping of the horses 
and the expenses of the owners, 
trainers, jockeys and other han­ 
dlers. There is no entry fee. 
In counting of the expenses, 
Schapiro listed first the $150,- 
0000 purse of which $90,000 
goes to the winner. He said it 
cost an average of $10,000 to 
bring in each horse with his 
entourage with the remainder 
of the estimated quarter mil­ 
lion dollars going to promotion 
and expenses for keeping tabs 
on the eligibles in all of the 
major 
horse 
racing centers 
of the world. 
Roman 
Brother, 
who can 
move into the select group of 
equine millionaires with victory 
today, was made the strong 6-5 
favorite after Hill R ise's with­ 
drawal. He already has banked 
$920,203 with $242,520 of it this 
year — mostly from victories in 
the Woodward, Manhattan and 
Jockey Club Gold Cup. The 
three races were run on the dirt 
track at Aqueduct. 


Diatome, rated behind Sea 
Bird and Reliance in France's 3- 
year-old division, took over the 
runner-up spot in the advance 
odds at 3-1. He was followed by 
England's Super Sam at 5-1, 
Canada's 
George Royal 6-1, 
America's Hail to All 8-1, Ar­ 
gentina's Berenjenal 10-1 and 
France's Carvin 12-1. 
The first six horses will share 
in the prize money ranging from 
$25,000 for second to $5,000for 
fifth and sixth.

PITTSBURGH (AP) — Sugar 
Ray Robinson is near the end of 
the road but the roar of the 
crowd still makes sweet music 
in his ears. Ibe fight with young 
Joey Archer Wednesday night 
may have been his last stop. 
The Harlem dandy wants to 
think it over for a day or two 
before he makes up his mind. 
The Sugar Man retired way 
back in 1952 and stayed away 
for two years. After he came 
back he won and lost the world 
middleweight title three tim es. 
But the skills that earned him 
the reputation of the best fighter 
pound-for-pound In all ring his* 
tory have faded. 
His dream of winning the 
championship for the sixth time 
must have vanished in thin air 
after his game effort but deci- 
sive defeat by the 27-year old 
New York Irishman. 
It is Archer’s turn to scream 
"we want Dick Tiger." Chances 
are h e ll get that shot at the 
middleweight 
crown. 
Teddy 
Brenner, the Madison Square 
Garden matchmaker, wants to 
make it for March In New York. 
Archer knocked down Robin* 
son for a nine-count in the 
fourth round to the surprise of 
the Civic Arena crowd of 9,023 
that paid a gross gate of $40,913. 
He rocked the tired body of the 
feded ex-champion time after 
time and almost put him away 
■ in the 10th round. 
All three officials voted for 
him — referee Buck McTieman 
48-41, judge Ernie Sesto 49-40 
and judge George Luplnaccl 50* 
39. Ibe A P card was 48-41. 
When the final bell rang the 
cheers were for Sugar Ray, who 
claim s to be 44 although the 
record books carry his age at 
45. They weren't applauding 


because they thought Robinson 
had won. 
Tbey were paying a tribute to 
a gallant stand by an old man 
who was still trying to knockout 
the kid with one big punch. He 
had only one big round, the 
third. 
Tbe truth of the matter Is that 
Robinson's once potent punch 
has lost Its zip. He raked Archer 
with left hooks and combina­ 
tions as he punished Randy Tur­ 
pin, Gene Fullmer, Jake La mot* 
ta, Rocky Graziano, Carmen 
Basilio and all the others in the 
good old days. 
Nothing 
happened. 
Archer 
shook off the bombs and pecked 
away with that stiff left jab that 
forced the old boy to apply ice 
packs to his cheeks in his dress­ 
ing room. 
"I tried from the first punch' 
to knock him out,” said Robin­ 
son, a forlorn figure on a bench. 
"The knockdown was the differ­ 
ence. He caught me off balance 
with a right hand." 
Is this the end? 


"You’ll have to ask my man­ 
ager," said Robinson pointing to 
George Galnford. 
"W ell decide in a couple of 
days," said the sweaty Emper­ 
or. Later, in a dark corridor, 
Galnford nodded his head and 
said, "Age catches up to every­ 
body." 
Around the corner and down 
the hall, the Archer boys, Joey 
and his brother, Jimmy, who 
acts as his manager, were yell­ 
ing for Tiger. But first, Joey 
had a kind word for Ray. 
"He’s still a great champion," 
said Joey. "He went out like a 
champ. I can see why they said 
he was so great. I learned 
something fighting him." 
It was Robinson's 14th fight of 
the year and his fifth defeat.

Must Double 


KANSAS CITY (AP)—A world 
wide famine of incomprehensi­ 
ble magnitude and devastation 
Is Inevitable unless the world 
food output in the next 35 years 
Is doubled, Sen. Frank Carlson, 
R-Kan., said today. 
"People will not continue to 
starve quietly, and Communist 
China will have her eye on 
them," Carlson told the 34th 
annual meeting of the National 
Reclamation Association. "She 
boasts that she will encircle the 
capitalist world and this could 
be If more food is not produced 
to fight the war of hunger. 
"If what I have said becomes 
a 
prophecy, the chaos that 
would result could make Viet 
Nam look like a neighborhood 
argument." 
Carlson's speech was prepared 
for a luncheon. 
Approximately 700 reclama­ 
tion officials, representing 17 
western states and assorted fed­ 
eral agencies are in the second 
Jay of a three-day meeting.Sec­ 
retary of the Interior Stewart 
Udall addressed the convention 
Wednesday.

— and increasing agricultural 
exports. 
"The United States, right now, 
is experiencing a shortage oi 
dried milk, rice, and everything 
containing protein -except soy. 
beans, of which we have a carrj 
over of perhaps a hundred mil­ 
lion bushels." 
Between now and the end of 
the century, the world popula. 
tion is expected to double, soar­ 
ing to more than six billion 
people, Carlson said. 
"The implications of the con­ 
temporary world situation on 
the future of America agri­ 


culture are numerous . . . we 
may expect our food surpluses 
to fall below reserve levels 
within a relatively short time,

"We may expect a change in - 
the historic American attitude 
from its concern with crop sur­ 
pluses and curtailed production, 
to concern for expansion of pro­ 
duction.

Bond Sales 
Will Speed 
New Airport 


KANSAS CITY (AP)—Kansas 
City sold $19 million in civic im­ 
provement bonds Wednesday, 
and City Manager Carleton F. 
Sharpe estimated the money 
will trigger $90 million worth of 
construction projects in three 
years. 
As an illustration of how the 
money will snowball, he cited 


Mid • Continent International 
Airport, which is in the initial 
stages of development about 17 
miles northwest of the city. 
Wednesday's sale of general 
obligations included $5.4 mil­ 
lion for the airport. Together 
with a reserve of $2.3 million 
available, this will assure $6.8 
million in federal grants. 
When this is all set, the city 
expects to sell $14.5 million in 
revenue bonds for building the 
passenger terminal. Rents col­ 
lected from the airlines, con­ 
cessionaires and other users 
will pay off these lionds. 


"For each of our tax dollars 
invested at the airport, $4 will 
be provided by other public or 
private sources," Sharpe said. 


He estimated the use of the 
bond money will bring $8.5 mil­ 
lion in private construction, $14 
million worth of fcuilities in a 
complex of medical institutions 
on "Hospital Hill” at the south 
edge of the downtown business 
district, $3.5 million in new fa­ 
cilities built by the Kansas City 
school district, $13 million in 
state expenditures—mostly for 
expressways —and $10.6 in fed­ 
eral matching funds.

Why do women of low income 
fail to plan their families, the 
researchers wanted to know? 
Is it because they don*t want 
to? Or is it because they know 
little 
or nothing about their

REPRODUCTION A MYSTERY 
Fewer than three out of 10 
of the women with only 
a 
grade school education "knew 
the fundamentals of reproduc­ 
tive physiology,** while more 
than half who had gone to high 
school, and nine out of 10 who 
had had college training had this 
information. In sum, 87 per­ 
cent of the women "did not have 
functional knowledge of the 
ovulatory cycle,** according to 
the researchers. The investiga­ 
tors 
believe 
that 
accurate 
knowledge in this area leads to 
"awareness of the possibility 
of controlling fertility and to 
the effective use of birth con­ 
trol techniques.** 
With respect to contraception, 
the researchers found that one 
out of three women were not 
aware of any effective tomily 
planning methods. Again, the 
more education a woman had, 
the more likely she was to know 
about birth control methods. 
Of those with a grade school 
education, more than seven out 
of 10 either knew of no method 
or knew of only one relatively 
ineffective one. Of women who 
went to high school, on the 
other hand, six out of 10 knew 
of two or more methods, while 
among the college -educated, 
more than nine out of 10 knew 
of an effective method. On the 
whole, almost three of 10 wom­ 
en knew of no effective family 
planning methods, according to 
the researchers. 
Do the women care about the 
number of children they bear? 
They do, according to these

According to Dr. Beasley and

ABOUT OUR SCHOOLS 


by LYNN TWITTY 


There has been considerable 
criticism recently, of the quail* 
ty of teaching to undergraduate 
students in the universities and 
colleges. 
Much of this is due to the 
fairly standard practice of us­ 
ing 
graduate assistants, who 
may at times be more inter­ 
ested in receiving an advanced 
degree, than they are with prop­ 
erly teaching their students. 
Also many of the regular fac­ 
ulty serve as consultants to In­ 
dustry or government and thus 
are not only absent from their 
classes for considerable per­ 
iods of time but may too lose 
some interest in the instruc­ 
tional process. 
Some of these findings were 
substantiated by a report drawn 
up by a faculty committee 
at 
Cornell University after a study 
of this problem. 
Student comment, revealed by 
the report, was that; they had 
too little contact with the fac­ 
ulty; they said sometimes fac­ 
ulty advisors were indifferent, 
even hostile to students. They 
complained about large class­ 
es, impersonal testing 
and 
grading 
proceeding bureau­ 
cratic administration and "de­ 
pressing anonymity". 
As one of our observations we 
could add to the above; 
the 
pressure by college adminis­ 
tration for faculty members to 
receive advanced degrees and 
to do research or to publish 
articles or books could be an­ 
other factor in distracting ° 
good teacher from his primary 
responsibility 
which is just 
simply - to do a superior job 
of 
teaching. Good teaching 
should be an end in itself and 
should be so recognized and re­ 


warded. 
While 
undoubtedly advanced 
graduate study, research, and 
publishing are, within reason 
important, they should be em­ 
phasized only in that they make 
the individual concerned abet­ 
ter teacher and not as an end in 
themselves, if the faculty mem­ 
ber is to continue to have teach­ 
ing responsibilities. 


Next to good teaching, 
we 
should say that a good school- 
library is possibly the next most 
important phase of a quality 
school. A well equipped library 
not only provides the materials 
which teachers must have for 
their own preparation and for 
assignments to students but also 
is the scholarly environment 
which should inspire students to 
learn on their own and to ac­ 
quire the vital habit of reading 
and research. 
We note, from the periodic re­ 
ports submitted 
to us 
from 
Director of Library Services, 
Fred Huff, that use of our ex­ 
cellent Senior High library by 
the student body continues to 
rise at a fairly steady rate, as 
it should. The same thing is true 


at the Middle School and we are 
adding library services at the 
elementary schools as fast as 
finances will permit. We are not 
as well supplied with books and 
periodicals 
or other library 
materials in our elementary 
ichools as we would like. We 
hope to utilize some of 
the 
money which we will reietve 
under the new Elementary and 
Secondary Act to improve this 
situation. 
Parents 
can be extremely 
helpful in encouraging 
their 


they are to find 
Sp..* 
Our jBba|dEof Education has, 
over »theTJasF* several years, 
made very considerable im­ 
provement In vocational edu­ 
cation for the youth of our own 
and neighboring communities 
as well as adults from the same 
areas. This had to be done be­ 
cause we, like most schools, 
did not offer very much in the 
way of vocational opportunities 
for our students. We were at 
the same time providing a rea­ 
sonably strong academic pro­ 
gram primarily aimed at pre­ 
paring students for college. We 
did not need so much improve­ 
ment in this program. However, 
the emphasis on vocational edu­ 
cation does not in any way mean 
our board and faculty consider 
that vocational education should 
be emphasized at the expense 
of 
the 
academic program. 
Actually the two cannot be sep­ 
arated as both are essential in a 
comprehensive school. It is the 
aim of our board to provide 
educational 
opportunities, as 
nearly adequate as can be done 
under our circumstances, for 
every individual in accordance 
with his needs and ability. For 
some this means a strong pro­ 
gram of academic education 
pointed particularly toward col­ 
lege preparation, for others it 
means a reasonable program of 
academic or general education, 
at the level of need, plus good 
vocational training if the in­ 
dividual is unlikely to go to col­ 
lege. For others it means a 
composite with perhaps more 
emphasis 
on either the aca­ 
demic 
or vocational. We hope 
to improve our total educational 
program in every respect. And 
we feel that any subject which 
we offer, should be taught with 
the 
same emphasis 
to give 
every student as much as he 
can get in relation to his abil­ 
ity. And that a good teacher is 
just as important ih ouTisbhOol 
and to society whether he is 
teaching mathematics or elec­ 
tronics; music or welding; En- 
lish or auto mechanics. The im­ 
portant thing is to provide the 


opportunity, to give the students 
the benefit of a conscientious 
and capable teacher and to pro­ 
vide him with the kind of educa­ 
tion he will need to compete in 
the environment in which he will 
live.

N violation of its own charter, 
and after it had been upheld 
by the World Court, the United 
States has weak­ 
ly and unneces­ 
s a rily backed 
down from its le­ 
gal and proper 
stand that mem­ 
b e r s of t h e 
United Nations 
must pay their 
assessm ents or 
lose their vote in 
the General As­ 
sembly. Ambas­ 
sador Goldberg 
has announced 
that we are bow­ 
ing to the will of the majority. 
In other words, we are entrust­ 
ing our fate to a large number of 
small nations with only the thin- 
est veneer of educated individu­ 
als, m any of them backed by 
primitive hush people, and allow­ 
ing them to dictate our policies. 
Sixty of these small nations com­ 
bined have fewer people living in 
them than live in our country. 
So, our bowing to the will of the 
majority 
means 
surrendering, 
not even to superior numbers of 
people, but just to superior num­ 
bers of tiny little nations, none 
of which have as many citizens 
as the number of persons living 
in any one of a score of our ma­ 
jor cities. How can any right- 
thinking person believe it is de­ 
sirable to trust the fate of our 
great nation of nearly two hun­ 
dred million souls to the decision 
of a handful of educated men, 
representing a few score of tiny 
so-called nations, most of whose 
citizens are still primitives?

Rome And The

QUESTION: From the gen­ 
eral course of your 
remarks 
you seem to feel that in order 
to correct the labor union sit­ 
uation, the public "im age" of 
the union must first be cor­ 
rected. Is that your feeling? 
I believe with David 
Mc­ 
Cord Wright, professor 
of 
economics 
of 
McGill Uni­ 
versity, that our first task is 
that of "taking the halo off the 
unions." Prof. 
Wright says 
that "Unions today derive most 
of their strength from the public 
image of them as battlers for 
the underprivileged and agents 
for the public welfare. This 
image is a tremendous distor­ 
tion. What we do not realize 
is that one work group can 
exploit another work group just 
as much as one employer could 
do so." Prof. Wright here pic­ 
tures the astounded labor lead­ 
er as asking whether he has 
not helped the workers. The 
Professor 
replies, "Which 
workers?" He adds that: "The 
good things which his group may 
have obtained may well be de­ 
rived not nearly so much from 
the employing corporation as 
from the inflationary exploita­ 
tion (however unconscious) of 


the remainder of the economy." 
The McGill University profes­ 
sor’s solution, then, is 
that 
"we face the problem of exces­ 
sive power, that we deflate our 
absurdly over-expanded ideas 
of the net beneficence of unions, 
and that we ask what can be 
done about them. Perhaps half 
the battle will be gained when 
the public gets over its starry- 
eyed view of the unions as 
necessarily 
altruistic forces 
for equality and progress, and 
sees them for what they are— 
often reactionary agencies of 
personal privilege." 
QUESTION: That would seem 
to sum up your point of view 
pretty well. But I have noticed 
in the course of our Interview 
that you have several 
times 
given fragments of a citation 
from Father James M. Gillis. 
Would you like to end your dis­ 
cussion with the full quotation, 
and tell us why you treat Father 
Gillis and his opinion with so 
much respect?

Viet Nam 
Information 
Probed 


WASHINGTON AP - A study 
of government information pol­ 
icy 
in Viet Nam has been 
ordered by the House Govern­ 
ment Operations Committee. 
It will be made by Rep. Dav­ 
id S. King, D-Utah, a commit­ 
tee member, who said that he 
is leaving Nov. 26 for a week- 
long stay in Viet Nam, During 
that time he will discuss infor­ 
mation problems with U. S. 
military officials, newsmen and 
Viet Nam people. 
"The American people feel a 
deep uneasiness about the ade­ 
quacy of the information they 
are getting from embattled Viet 
Nam," said King in a statement 
announcing his trip. 
The study follows hearings on 
UjS, information policy in Viet 
Nam held in Washington by the 
committee’s government in for­ 
mation subcommittee two years 
ago. The subcommittee issued 
a report declaring the United 
States was following a restric­ 
tive press policy that "unques­ 
tionably contributed to the lack 
of information about conditions 
in Viet Nam which created an 
international crisis."

SEATTLE, Wash. (AP) — She 
knew something was wrong the 
moment she awoke. 
She roused her husband. "It’s 
8 o’clock," she said, "what 
about the baby?" 
The baby, a healthy three- 
month-old, had been waking her 
parents at 6:45 each morning — 
as regularly as an alarm clock. 
The mother had checked the 
infant at 6 a.m. found her sleep­ 
ing, and had gone back to bed. 
Now, hearing nothing, she 
checked again. The baby was 
cold and was not breathing. 
Frantically, the mother called 
the fire department to send a 
crew with a resuscitator, but 
the infant could not be revived. 
The child was pronounced dead 
a short time later at a hospital. 
Dr. Gale Wilson, King County 
autopsy surgeon, told the par­ 
ents he saw many such cases 
every year. The death would be 
entered as acute pneumonitis. 
Doctors 
didn’t 
know 
what 
brought it on, but whatever it 
was it was terribly fast. 
Some 15,000 such deaths occur 
in the United States each year. 
In the Seattle area, eight be­ 
reaved couples nave formed the 
Washington 
Association 
for 
Sudden Infant Death 
Study. 
Thanks in part to their efforts, 
an ambitious research project 
is under way to determine what 
causes what doctors call the 
sudden 
death 
syndrome, but 
commonly 
known as "crib 
deaths." 
The association got its start 
with a card of sympathy. Mrs. 
Francis R. Jones, a Seattle 
policeman’s wife, sent one to 
State Sen. and Mrs. Fred H. 
Dore. Mrs. Jones did not know 
the Dores, but had read in a 
newspaper that they had found 
their youngest child dead in its 
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crib on the same day she and 
her husband lost a baby in the 
same way. 
Mrs. Jones and Mrs. Dore 
became acquainted. Then Mrs. 
Dore heard of another crib 
death and wrote a note of sym­ 
pathy to the parents. A few cou­ 
ples got together and held a 
meeting, with a pediatrician as 
a speaker. 
They learned that pathologists 
in various parts of the country 
had been doing research on pos­ 
sible causes of the sudden unex­ 
plained deaths. 
But most studies were ham­ 
pered, the parents were told, 
by being limited to autopsies 
performed 
in coroner’s of­ 
fices. 
Sen. Dore went to see King 
County Coroner Leo Sowers and 
asked him if he was aware of 
the problem. He 
was 
very 
aware of it, Sowers said. Nine 
years earlier, he and his wife 
had lost a child to the sudden 
death syndrome. 
With the help of Dore, a Dem­ 
ocrat, and Sowers, a Republi­ 
can, a bill was put through the 
1963 Washington Legislature. 
It changed the coroner law so 
that cases of sudden infant death 
could be referred to the Uni­ 


versity of Washington Medical 
School for autopsy. 
A $20,000 appropriation was 
passed and renewed In 1965. Aft­ 
er 
a two-year preliminary 
study, the university medical 
school transferred the base of 
the research project to Chil­ 
dren's Orthopedic Hospital and 
Medical center. 
Children’s Orthopedic has re­ 
ceived a $144,000 three-year 
grant from the National Insti­ 
tutes of Health for the Study. 
Drs. J. Bruce Beckwith and 
Abraham 
Bergman, 
faculty 
members at the university who 
are on the staff at the hospital, 
are conducting it. Sowers has 
made Dr. Beckwith a deputy 
coroner. 
Earlier in his career, 
Dr. 
Beckwith performed 300 autop­ 
sies on sudden Infant death vic­ 
tims in four years as a patholo­ 
gist with the Los Angeles County 
coroner's office. Dr. Bergman, 
a pediatrician, also has had 
previous 
experience with the 
problem. 
They expect it will be at least 
three years before they have 
any conclusive results. 
"We’re satisfied that there is 
more than one factor,” says Dr. 
Beckwith, "but probably 
the 
majority will be found to be 
due to one cause.’* 
Dr. Bergman has found the 
syndrome to be very uncommon 
beneath the age of three weeks, 
most common between two and 
three months, uncommon after 
six months and almost unheard 


of after one year. 
"We feel it is the single most 
common cause of infant death 
Outside of the newborn period,” 
says Dr. Bergman. "We know 
it is happening all over 
the 
world. There is research being 
done on it in various places in 
the United States, in England 
and, 
we 
understand, in 
Czechoslovakia.

WASHINGTON AP - The Ag- 
riculture Department, in a late 
harvest-time report, estimated 
this year's production of corn 
for grain, the major livestock 
feed, at 4,128,257,000 bushels. 
This figure is one per cent less 
than forecast a month ago. 
By comparislon, the October 
estimate was a record high of 
4,179,187,000 bushels. 
Last 
year’s crop was 3,548,604,000 
and the 1959-63 average was 
3,817,311,000. 
No change was made in 
the 
wheat estimate.

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Johnson Foreign 
Affair Luck Fragile

WASHINGTON (AP) — Under 
the law of averages President 
Johnson's luck in foreign affoirs 
won't last. 
In the first year of his full 
term foreign crises have been 
relatively few at a time when he 
was anxious to concentrate on 
domestic problems and getting 
his programs through 
Con­ 
gress. 
Today he arranged a full- 
scale review of foreign policy 
with top- level Cabinet officers 
at his Teas ranch, the first of 
its kind since his gall bladder 
operation Oct. 8. He had held 
such meetings regularly before 
that. 
Nothing indicated this one 
would be unusual, which is a 
reminder that except for the 
Dominican Republic revolt and 
the continuing war in Viet Nam 
Johnson has been foirly free of 
overseas dilemmas, at least 
critical ones. 
TTiere has been a basic differ­ 
ence between the way Johnson 
and President John F# Kennedy 
tackled foreign policy. From the 
very first Kennedy plunged 
head-first into it, and personal­ 
ly.In less than three years he 
made an excellent impression 
abroad. But Johnson has played 
foreign policy in a much lower 
key. One esimpie: In his first 
year Kennedy made a trip 
abroad; Johnson has stayed 
home. 
But in the two biggest and 
most critical problems that con­ 
fronted them in their first five 
months Johnson took for more 
forceful and positive action than 
Kennedy. 
The latter supported the inva­ 
sion of Fidel Castro's Cuba by 
Cuban exiles but he foiled to 
back them with UJ>. forces and 
many of them perished on the 
beaches. It was a disaster. Ken­ 
nedy took the blame. But he 
suffered for it. 
When the Dominican revolt 
began 
Johnson 
sent 22,000 
troops into the republic — to 
prevent a Communist takeover, 
he said — and, although this 
manpower may have been more 
than was needed, the revolt sub­ 
sided. 
Kennedy, following former 
President Dwight D. Eisen­ 
hower's policy of helping South 
: Viet Nam resist the Viet Cong 
attempt to conquer it, began a 
gradual 
American 
military 
^Niild-up. But the Viet Cong con­ 
tinued to progress. 
By the time Johnson began 
ills own first full term, South 
. Viet Nam was dwindling into 
:’’chaos. He poured in American 
: troops, began bombing North 
• Viet Nam and stopped the Viet 
: Cong tide. 
; 
But elsewhere for Johnson the 
: world has been relatively quiet. 
^Another lucky point for him is 
that he hasn't had to cope with 
anyone 
so unpredictable or 
pushy as Kennedy encountered: 
Russian Premier Khrushchev. 
: 
He was an endless problem to 
•Kennedy. Johnson has had none 
:of that, or almost none of it. By 
rthe time he took office Khru- 
• shchev had quieted down and 
: was finally thrown out. His suc­ 
cessors play low key, like John­ 
son. 
; As Russia muted its hostility 
Red China became commu­ 
nism's loud mouth and John­ 
son's most constant problem. 
But, luckily for him, China be­ 
gan to suffer rebuffs and set­ 
backs without any apparent di­ 
rect American action. 
‘ Since Johnson's predecessors 
all the way back to President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt got en­ 
gulfed in one crisis after anoth­ 
er, this year for Johnson is apt 
$o look like no more than a cof­ 
fee break before he moves out 
pf the White House. 
• At the moment — besides the 
Viet Cong, the North Vietnam- 
fese and the Red Chinese — 
Johnson's 
greatest 
irritant 
seems to be French President 
Charles de Gaulle who has just 
asked his people to give him 
another seven-year term. 
; When Kennedy journeyed to 
Europe in his first year, he met 
De Gaulle, among others. It 
wmrnnw 
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would not be surprising if John­ 
son next year, particularly if 
Congress finishes its work ear­ 
ly, made one or more trips 
abroad. 
Sooner or later he will have to 
get deeper into foreign affoirs, 
if only to give the Western 
world a for more vital leader­ 
ship than it has now. Without 
such leadership the Western 
alliance, under De Gaulle's 
heckling, may crumble.

The tomb stone: “ Buried — 
in these ashes — is the once- 
greatest nation — of religious, 
free people in all history --mur­ 
dered by today's people --who 
forgot their God, who gave 
America to them — forgot the 
only man - made, slavery- 
preventing laws In all history, 
their U. S. Constitution -- for­ 
got that freedom does not per­ 
petuate itself -- forgot that a 
people who ignore history, are 
destined to relive it -- lost 
the pride and joy of their fore­ 
fathers, in caring for them­ 
selves, and their respective, 
republic, sovereign states — 
and 
listlessly 
voted their

Make Film Critics 


WITH 7TH FLEET OFF VIET 
NAM (AP)—“ Movies are better 
than nothing," they say cynical­ 
ly in the Navy, but they really 
aren't sure. 
Hardly a man alive can boast 
of having seen Warner Baxter 
recently in “ Prisoner of Shark 
Island" or Don Ameche and An­ 
drea Leeds in “Swanee River," 
except the 4,500 men aboard the 
carrier Independence. The pic­ 
tures have been shown a half 
dozen times. 
“ We've got movies on this 
ship that I saw back in Korea," 
said Lt. Cmdr. Dale Schuster of 
Seattle, Wash., executive of­ 
ficer of the refrigerator ship 
Vega as he fingered a platter 
of warm popcorn and suffered 
through “ The Lion and 
the 
Horse," a horse opera. 
“ For all I knowr, they may 
have even shown some of them 
at Anti eta m." 
The long empty days at sea 
turn most sailors into astute and 
caustic movie critics. In trading 
cans of film to other ships, the 
projectionists usually append 
little flyers of prose, scrawled 
in laundry marking pencil, de­ 
riding the contents. As befitting 
the muggy, torrid climate in the 
South China Sea, these economi- 
urns can be both salty and siz­ 
zling. 
Thus “no skin" means that 
the enclosed offering is singu­ 
larly lacking in feminine acting 
talent.

Sammes Jr., chief of naval per­ 
sonnel, the Navy spends $4 mil­ 
lion a year on new movies, but 
Hollywood's output these days is 
so slim and the 7th Fleet's ap­ 
petite so voracious that Loretta 
Young is making a whole new 
generation of fons with show­ 
ings at sea of “The Crusades." 
It shouldn't be any time at all 
before Mae Busch is named 
“Queen of the Fleet" and Viet­ 
namese bar girls begin affecting 
the bee-stung4ip look. 
Whenever ships meet at sea 
or pass in the night, they try to 
trade off movies by letting the 
other ship know, by blinker light 
or semaphore, since most of the 
fleet is under radio silence 
they have to offer. The Idea of 
course is to get a “ Tom Jones" 
for a 'Sion of Samson" or a 
“ How to Murder Your Wife" for 
Vincent Price in “ Hie Raven."

NEW YORK (AP) — Wage- 
price guidelines are at the root 
of the price-increase commo­ 
tion between the Johnson admin­ 
istration and the aluminum in­ 
dustry. 
In the view of the administra­ 
tion, the guidelines are route 
m arkers 
to the “ Great So­ 
ciety.” 
The administration feels that 
the aluminum industry in an­ 
nouncing a half-cent increase to 
25 cents a pound crossed the 
m arkers and threatened infla­ 
tion. 
Industry spokesmen say the 
half-cent increase was needed 
for research, development and 
profits. 
But, said Gardner Ackley, 
chairman of the President's 
Council of Economic A dvisers: 
“ Under the guideposts, such 
industries — those with produc­ 
tivity increases above average 
— should not be raising prices.” 
Judging from the past exam­ 
ples it may be perm issible to 
cro ss the lines slightly. Some 
say this was done in the steel 
industry wage agreem ent. But if 
the 
administration feels the 
lines are literally violated, it 
now appears it intends to blow 
the whistle. 
Guidelines, or areas of per­ 
m issible movement, exist pri­ 
marily for wages and prices. 
They permit price increases to 
industries whose productivity 
gains lag behind the average for 
the economy. 
They are but one of several 
voluntary program s involving 
businessmen. Industry, for ex­ 
am ple, has also been asked to 
restrict 
voluntarily overseas 
investments to maintain the sta­ 
bility of the dollar. 
These 
guidelines 
are not 
backed by legislation. Rather 
they are enforced positively by 
a call to patriotism or the na­ 
tional 
interest — which no 
manufacturer of a consumer 
product can ignore — and nega­ 
tively by the ominous threat of 
hard legislation. 
In the case of aluminum in­ 
dustry, 
enforcement 
of the 
guidelines was given added im­ 
pact by the feet that the federal 
government is the industry's 
biggest custom er and potential­ 
ly its biggest competitor.

Addressing 150 representa­ 
tives of federal agencies, lines, 
shipping industry and other in­ 
terested parties, Schmidhauser 
said it is hoped Congress will 
determine “ if the tremendous 
cost of the proposed project will 
be offset by the dollar value 
gained in increased shipping.” 
“ We have learned that if the 
river remained open the year 
round, barge traffic would be in­ 
creased from 400 to 700 barges 
a year,” said Bernard Gold­ 
stein, a member of the Daven­ 
port Chamber of Com m erce's 
transportation committee. 
Goldstein said many indus­ 
tries reported in a survey that 
with a 12-month shipping season 
“ they wouldn't have to stockpile 
supplies during the winter and 
thereby their costs would be 
much le s s .” 
Jam es R . Smith, vice presi­ 
dent of the M ississippi Valley 
Association, said the navigation 
season along the upper river 
went from 248 days in 1940 to 
293 days last year.

Ray W. Call, president of the 
M issouri Utilities Co., 
which 
serv es the city and much of the 
district with power, said today 
that failure of any one of the 
three circuit breakers at the 
Union Electric switching station 
south of Cape Girardeau could 
produce the general power in­ 
terruption. 
However, he pointed out that 
any such power failure would 
be of relatively short duration, 
“ I can’t conceive of its last­ 
ing more than two hours at the 
m ost,” he commented. 
Call 
ai^o indicated that the 
potential for such a chain re­ 
action, m assive power failure 
as 
was experienced in 
the 
Northeast United States Tues­ 
day night is not present in this 
area. 
He observed that the prob­ 
lem there was largely one of 
overload after the initial me­ 
chanical failure — whatever it 
may have been — started the 
chain of events. 
He said perhaps one device 
on a system carrying a large 
block of power failed, automati­ 
cally activating the re-routing 
system built in to the general 
'nterlocklng power network. 
The new demand created by 
the initial failure might have 
caused other system s to be 
overloaded, he said, in a cas­ 
cading effect until the great 
area was without power. 
Call noted that in this area, 
power supply capabilities are 
such that the overloading does 
not become a problem. 
For instance, M issouri Utili­ 
ties buys all its power from the 
Union Electric Co., which chan­ 
nels power to its switching sta­ 
tion here from three directions 
—from Joppa, 111., River Mines 
, in the Lead Belt and from the 
southwest through the Stoddard 
County station. 
Any one of the three sources 
—without the other two—is suf­ 
ficient to meet the M issouri 
Utilities power needs, 
Call 
said. 
The 
greatly interconnected 
power system , which has been 
cited as one of the reasons for 
the scope of Tuesday night's 
E ast Coast failure, has advan­ 
tages in respect to economy and 
reliability, the president of the 
company maintained. 
Trouble on any of the three 
system s feeding the switching 
station here causes the appro­ 
priate circuit breaker to open, 
preventing the spread of the 
trouble throughout the system . 
If the breaker malfunctions 
—fails to open—the whole sy s­ 
tem would be without power, he 
said. 
Throughout power 
system s 
everywhere are these circuit 
breakers, designed to automat­ 
ically 
isolated power failure 
'^ver it occurs, and to re­ 


route power over other circuits# 
The percentage of reliability 
of these circuit breakers,based 
on past experiences here, is 
almost total. 
Call said in his 
experience 
none of the nearly 100 breakers 
of the type presently in service 
—the three at the switching sta­ 
tion and others throughout the 
system —has ever failed. 
He noted that the last general 
power failure in Cape Girardeau 
in 1946 was due to the explo­ 
sion of a circuit breaker in 
a rainstorm , but he said that 
the equipment was not only ob­ 
solete at that time, but was 
overloaded# 
The occurrences that could 
trigger a general power failure 
take place regularly, C all said, 
and the public is never sware 
of them, except in localized 
areas 
Such things, he added, are 
windstorms, lightning and even 
children 
playing with 
kites. 
They can cause a local inter­ 
ruption, but the circuit break­ 
e rs isolate the trouble automat­ 
ically. 


Call remarked, however, that 
with the dependence upon im­ 
perfect mechanical devices and 
fallible humans, the possibility 
for a general failure does exist# 
The general interlocking of 
power facilities, while it may 
increase the opportunity 
to r. 
more widespread electrical in­ 
terruptions, at the sam e time 
increases reliability of service, 
Call commented. 
Futhermore, 
he 
said, 
it 
greatly Increases the economy 
with which power can be fur­ 
nished to the public. 
While It has been noted that 
a national grid system ties to­ 
gether 97 per cent of the nation 
for service of power, 
Call 
could not conceive of a national 
power failure. 
The state of M issouri also is 
now tied together, both in re­ 
spect to the nine private power 
companies, and the co-opera­ 
tive associations. 
Again, 
Call said he 
did 
not believe there is the potential 
for a statewide failure, mainly 
because the state is not depend­ 
ent upon a single outside source 
for a great bulk of its power, 
as is the case in som e other 
areas. 
Call said that as a result of 
the E ast Coast blackout, the 
power companies will probably 
want to review some of their 
operations, particularly main­ 
tenance of equipment. 
He said M issouri Utilities car­ 
ries out a regular schedule of 
maintenance and Inspection of 
its equipment, including the cir­ 
cuit breakers. 
The president of the utilities 
company said the events of 
Tuesday night also may prompt 
new directives from the Public 
Service Commission or 
the* 
• Federal Power Com mission. 
“ And if they find there has 
been some faulty procedure fol­ 
lowed, the directives will be 
worthwhile,” he added.
